from the regiment, was found as a baby, 
lying half naked in a ditch, by the men 
of the Semenovsky regiment as they 
were marching from Plevna upon Con- 
stantinople in December, 1878. 


The little Turkish foundling waa ten- 


derly cared for and after a time baptized 
into the Russian orthodox religion, her 
godfather being the surgeon of the regi- 
ment and her godmother the Princess 
Eugenie of Oldenburg. 
The regiment 


intrusted her education to qualified per- 
sons, and the bride now brings her 
husband a handsome dowry, provided 
by her military guardians.—-St. James 
Gazette. 


Court Dress For Embaesadors. 


Now comes the suggestion that OUT 


embassadors abroad should adopt a dip- 
lomatic court costume. It is doubtful, 
however, if it is acceded to. The simple 
dress of an American citizen prescribed 
for our ministers abroad by Secretary of 
State Marcy in 1853 will answer every 
purpose. Prior to that time American 
diplomats had worn a simple uniform, in 
accordance with the directions of the 
state department. Mr. Marcy's circu- 
lar, just after Mr. Buchanan was accred- 
ited to the court of St. James, troubled 
Victoria's master of ceremonies, and he 
intimated that Mr. Buchanan could not 
expect to be invited to court balls if he 
did not come in court dress. Mr. Buch- 
anan answered that he did not care if 
he never appeared at court, and he stuck 
to his everyday suit, which was a black 
coat, a white waistcoat cut rather high, 
a broad white neckcloth, black trousers 
and dress boots.—Boston Herald.

Just three years ago what is known 


as the Sherman act became a law of the 
United States. It repealed the Bland 
act of 1878, which provided for the pur- 
chase and coinage of not less than f 2,- 
000,000 nor more than f},000,000 of sil- 
ver every month, and provided for the 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
monthly, or as much thereof as might 
be offered, at the market price, if less 
than $1 2929 per ounce. 


This bullion was to be paid for in 


treasury notes, redeemable in coin 
gold or silver at the option of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, who was author- 
ized to have coined sufficient of the 
bullion 
to 
redeem 
the 
treasury 


notes. 
At no time since the pas- 


sage of the act has the secretary 
of the treasury exercised the dis- 
cretionary power conferred upon him 
in favor of silver, and the inflexi- 
ble rule has been under both Repub- 
lican and Democratic administrations 


f 
to redeem the notes with gold only- 
Secretary Carlisle evinced a disposition 
to redeam the notes in silver when the 
free gold in tho treasury was exhausted, 
but gold men induced him to adhere to 
the policy adopted by Harrison's ad- 
ministration and at the instigation of 
Wull street he encroached upon the 
gold reserve in the treasury and did 
not pay out a dollar in silver, though 
the law specifically authorized him to 
do BO. lie also suspended the coinage 
of silver dollarrf at the mints upon the 
ground that there was no demand f 01 
such coins and, as there is not gold 
enough for the requirements of com- 
merce, precipitated the financial crisis 
which was expected to occur sooner 
or later, in consequence of the arbi- 
trary adoption of the single standard 
by tho treasury department. 


A? a general rule the people of the 


agricultural and 
silver producing 


states opposed the Sherman act, as it 
reduced one of the precious motals 1o 
a commodity and left it discretionary 
with tho secretary of the treasury 
whether or not silver bullion should 
be ooiiipd. 
Not a Democrat voted for 


tLo Sherman bill. It was a Republican 
measure, and Whltelaw Reid, late Re- 
publican candidate for vice president, 
and Senator Sherman, who reported 
the bill to the senate, now admit that 
the object of the measure was to pre- 
vent the passage of a free coinage act. 
'I he act was approved by Republican 
conventions iu many of the states, The 
platform 
on which McKinley was 


elected in Ohio two years ago endorsed 
it, and the Republican press of Nevada 
commended it. In 1892 the Democrats 
in national convention denounced it as 
t'rai gL> *"iMi danger to the country, 
ant! th) 'o I cations are that the Demo- 
cratic huaso of representatives will 
vote for its repeal. In the last con- 
gress Sherman )..Produced a bill in tbe 
Semite to repeal it, but, as it did not 
roach a vote tho _3utiments of the sen- 
ators on the question of its repeal can 
only be surmised, though the prevalent 
belief is that a majority is opposed to 
expunging it from the statutes unless a 
substitute more favorable to silver is 
onacterl. 


What will bo the result of the Uncon- 


ditional repeal of the Sherman act? 
Will it send silver down to fifty cents 
or loss per ounce, or force a Speedy 
settlement of the silver question ? 
These uro among the questions now 
being asked by silver men. All admit 
that it is immaterial to tho silver pro- 
'luciug states whether silver is seventy 
cents or fifty cents per ounce, as the 
mines cannot be v orked at a profit 
with silver at either price. 
An inves- 


tigation by a senate committee last 
winter showed that the average cost of 
procluc'ing an ounce of Jsilver in the 
United States was over $1 20 an ounce. 
If the price of the metal is less than 
that it cannot be mined only in excep- 
tional cases. What the miners and in 
fact the country, therefore, want is leg- 
islation that will give silver a fixed 
value, which is something the money 
metals of the world should have. They 
do not want tho government to pur- 
chase it at any price. 
They simply 


want it coined at the mints on an 
equality with gold at the ratio estab- 
lished by law. At present that ratio 
is 15.98, or practically 16 grains of sil- 
ver to 1 grain of gold. That makes the 
coinage value of silver $1 2929 per 
ounce or 9" cents per ounce more than 
the average cost of producing the metal. 
As the prosperity of tbe country de- 
pends upon a speedy settlement of the 
question, there are silver men who sug- 
gest that concessions should be made by 
the advocates of the single and double 
standards and a compromise effected 
by changing the ratio to 17 to 1 and 
opening the mints to the coinage of 
both metals. This ratio would fix the 
price of silver at about $1 21 per ounce 
or a trifle over the average cost of its 
production, and free coinage would 
keep it at that price. There would be 
no more bullion purchases by the gov- 
ernment, the metal hi a silver dollar 
would have a fixed value, the mints 
would resume operations, money would 
be plenty, confidence would be re- 
stored and the Sherman bill could at 
once be repealed. 


Of course the ultra gold men would 


object to this, as their object is to 
make money scarcer and prevent the 
free coinage of silver upon any • ratio, 
but the more conservative members of 
congress would doubtless favor a com- 
promise that would relieve the existing 
financial strain, give the metal of which 
the money of the masses is composed a 
fixed value, enable mines now idle to 
resume operations and give employ- 
ment to thousands who are now seek- 
ing it in vain.

NEW YoiK,'1 July 14.—The board of 


directors of the Nicaragua canal com- 
pany had a meeting to-day to hear 
plans to devifio means to raise money. 
General Manager Taylor presented a 
plan among the features of which was 
the issue and market of $85,000,000 of 
bonds, the estimate cost of the canal to 
be fixed at $56,000,000. As the prices 
and methods allow a difference between 
the newly estimated cost and the $85,- 
000,000, the bonds are to be used for the 
payment of interest during the con- 
struction, an active propaganda is to be 
established all over the country as a 
preliminary to placing the bonds on 
the market, the money obtained from 
the first subscription to be at once em- 
ployed in active work on the line of the 
canal. If the amount of the first sub- 
scription is satisfactory the bonds will 
be offered at .95, if unsatisfactory at 
.92. 
The amount of the bonds sold in 


the second three months should not be 
less than ten or more than twenty 
millions. The committee will consider 
the plan further.

Department.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—The only of- 


ficial news of the trouble between the 
French and Siain received at the state 
department was contained in a cable- 
gram from acting Consul-General Boyd 
at Bangkok stating that after an hour's 
engagement the French vessels passed 
the forts below Bangkok. 


It is not the present intention of the 


department to specially dispatch Amer- 
ican war vessels to the scene of war, in 
view of the fact that the American 
interests in Siam are 
insignificant. 


Nevertheless, it is apprehended that if 
the war assumes formidable propor- 
tions the Siamese may make it very 
unpleasant for the foreign residents, j 
including the few Americans there. If | date 
such a state of affairs obtains, however, 
the United States will not be without a 
vessel in Siamese waters as the United 
States steamer Concord, now on her 
way from China will be in the neigh- 
borhood in the course of two months. 
There are about twenty missionaries 
in Siam, mostly Presbyterians, and 
their friends in this country are be- 
coming concerned about their welfare, | 
now that actual hostilities have broken I 
out between the French and Siamese. ' 
Rev. Dr. Gillispie of New York, repre- j 
senting the Presbyterian mission board,! 
to-day telegraphed Secretary Gresham 
to inquire what provision would be 
made for the safety of the missionaries 
and the numerous children in their 
charge. 


Secretary Gresham replied: "I am 


informed by the secretary of the navy 
that there is not at present on the Asi- 
atic station any vessel capable of enter- 
ing Siamese waters. The missionaries 
should communicate with the legation 
at Bankok for the usual diplomatic 
protection."

THE MJEETING TO-NIGHT. 


Pursuant to the call of the chairman

This 
is attributed by many to the demone- 
tization of silver and by some to the 
purchase of silver bullion by the gov- 
ernment, but whichever tho cause the 
unpleasant facts exist. Anything that 
is reasonable that the people can do to 
relieve the financial stringency and 
strengthen our senators and congress- 
man in their fight for silver should be 
done. Let us at least show that we 
are unanimously and 
determinedly 


opposed to the single standard or the 
repeal of the Sherman act unless a law 
more favorable to silver than th"at act 
is passed by congress. 


As heretofore suggested our senators 


and representative should be elected 
delegates to represent the State at 
large in the Bi-metallic convention, and 
as many local delegates should be 
chosen as will attend the convention. 
All can become members of the Bi- 
metallic League and the silver senti- 
ment cannot be too strong in Chicago. 
Let us show the goldmen that Nevada 
takes a deep and active interest in the 
silver question by sending a strong 
delegation to Chicago.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Julyl4-My last bul- 


letin gave forecasts of the storm wave 
to cross the continent from the 12th to 
the 16th and the 18th to 22d, and the 
next will reach the Pacific coast about 
the 22d, cross the western mountains 
by the 23d the great central valleys 
from the 24th to the 26th and the east- 
ern states about the 27th. 


Good rains will fall from this disturb- 


ance along the middle latitudes east of 
the Bocky Mountains. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 22d, the great 
central valleys about the 24th, and the 
eastern states about the 26th, The 
cool wave will cross the western mount- 
ains about the 25th, the great central 
valleys about the 27th, and the eastern 
states about the 29th. 


Daring the last half of Juy, frequent 


showers east of the Bockies and in the 
middle latitudes of the United States 
will greatly aid the growing crops, but 
from August 8th to the end of the 
month the rain-belt will make import 
ant changes. During that period the 
rainfall will increase in the more 
northern latitudes, especially in the 
upper Missouri and upper Mississipp 
valleys. 


Severe thunder storms may be ex 


pected in the Mississippi valley on thi 
19th and the eastern states on the 20th 


A remarkable period of bad, stormy 


and excessively hot weather, along anc 
north of the 40th paralell will prevai 
during the last twenty days of August 
Hot winds may be expected at favor 
able points between the Gulf of Mexic< 
and the 40th parallel, while on and 
near the coast the weather will be 
pleasant, with frequent showers. 


A general change of weather condi 


tions is near at hand which will mater 
ialy affect the crops of the central val 
leys for three or four years to come. 


THE SUN. 


I have been discussing the earth in a 


manner that has led the reader to con 
sider the forces that govern the 
changes in our atmosphere and espec 
ially to look beyond our little globe 
and consider the influences that other 
bodies — planets and comets — may 
have upon our earth, its atmosphere 
and it& weather, 
^ 


The child scarcely looks beyond tSe 


door-step and the child-man is too apt 
to look close about him for the source 
of the great forces in nature that bring 
our weather changes. Our weather 
bureaus, and our great institutions of 
learning tell us that the storm centers 
originate in the foothills of the Bock- 
ies, and that rain is caused by a north 
cool wind coming in contact with the 
warm southern moist winds. Oh! how 
innocently weak how near unto baby- 
land those great institutions continue, 


Let us go beyond the doorsills of 


these dark age fossils, and, for a time, 
study the great luminary. Not the 
source of all light, heat and life giving 
principles, but 
the chief 
mediator 


through which these are conveyed to us 
from space. 


When we say the sun is 93,000,000 


miles from the earth, no one compre- 
hends what that means and it is only 
by comparison that we can faintly 
realize the vastness of that distance. 
From the city of New York to Kansas 
City is twenty degrees-one-eighteenth 
of the distance 
around 
the earth. 


From New York to San Francisco is 
about one-seventh 
of the distance 


around the earth on the fortieth para- 
lell. These are distances that the 
taind can grasp, and by another line, 
if we keep in mind what is required to 
constitute one thousand 
miles 
as 


measured from New York or from 
Chicago westward, we can have some 
idea of the length of a line 25,000 
miles long, which would a little more 
than reach around the earth at its 
equator. 


A UNIT OF MEAS0EE. 


I want to use that line for a yard- 


stick but unless my readers make a 
special effort they will not comprehend 
the vastness of the distance around the 
earth at the equator. If we had to 
make the distance on foot at twenty- 
five miles a day, it would require 1000 
days, more than three yearsv resting 
Sundays and such a journey would 
give a better idea of the great distance. 


Using the earth's circumference for a 


measure, it is about 3720 such measures 
from the earth to the sun, and after we 
get there, this same great yard-stick 
must be used before we can form an 
dea of the vastness of the sun itself. 
One trip around the sun would require 
a voyage of 292,168,800 miles, equal to 
nearly 109 times around the earth. If 
! count the distance around the top of 
the sun's clouds. 


Here, at the outset of this investi- 


gation, I caution my readers against 
'ollowing the plan of investigation laid 
down by our great astronomers and 
nstitutions of learning, for it is er- 
roneous, misleading and mischievous.

We mortals cannot comprehend except 
>y comparison and in counting dis- 
;ances on our earth we come down to 
he solid earth and its waters and never 
:o to the outer parts of the earth's at- 
mosphere. 
Our astronomers in dis- 


ussing the sun and planets universally 
make all their estimates from the out- 
ide of the atmosphere and cloud belts 
'f those- bodies. The time to ''knock" 
>ersimmons is when they are ripe and 
want to move this one from its moor- 


ings now. 


Our astronomers say that the sun's 
eight is one and one-half times that 
f water while our moon is three and 
our-tenths the weight of water. A ten- 
rear-old school-boy that would accept 
trie ' most absurd of all absurdities 
hould be knocked on the head for a 


simpleton. I can have no patience wit; 
our great astronomers and educator 
and educators for their utter disregarc 
of natural laws when they were laying 
down fundamental principals for th 
guidance of mankind in the investiga 
tion of these vastly important ques 
tions. 


The matter composing our moon i 


more than twice as heavy as that whicl 
composes the sun, they tell us- "I* tha 
were true the earth would immediate! 
sink to the center of the eon, and our 
moon would come tumbling close af te 
it. The laws of nature, and especially 
the laws of gravity, require that th 
heaviest must take position at th 
center. The error is in counting th 
sun's atmosphere and clouds belts as 
part of its solid matter, and then com 
paring it with our moon which has no 
atmosphere and with the earth ex 
elusive of its atmosphere. Evident! 
the cloud belts of the sun are from 50, 
000 to 100,000 miles in depth, tind ther 
is no good reason why our great astro 
nomical mathematicians should not ap 
proximately calculate the depth of th 
atmosphere and cloud envelopes tha 
surround the sun and all the planets 
except the earth and Mars. Then w 
could better compare those bodies wit! 
what we know of the earth.

rounding country is anything but 
favorable. The Reveille says when the 
bottom dropped out of silver a few 
days ago the Austin Mining Co. closed 
down and that put probably 2C3 men, 
directly and indirectly, out of employ- 


nt. 
Since that time the streets 


have shown a gloomy state of affairs. 


On Saturday night General Manager 


Farnsworth arrived in town from Utah. 
When he left Utah he had resolved to 
resume operations on his arrival here, 
for silver was then 75, but when he got 
here it was 71 and his plans were all 
upset. The rumor now is that the 
fewest men possible to keep the prop- 
erty intact would be put on at $2 00 
and ~$2 50 per day. We have no idea 
what the men think of this plan, ex- 
cept we think that it will be close 
figuring for a miner with a family to 
live in Austin on from $55 to $70 per 
month; and we also think it will be 
difficult, if not impossible, for the com- 
pany to make the mines pay at those 
wages, at the present price of silver, 


We hear it said that only men with 


families will be employed at any price, 
even if they are employed. 


It may readily be discerned that 


Austin and surrounding country is 
under the darkest cloud in its history. 


Monday evening a force of men was 


>ut to work at the Union mine and 
(Tuesday morning another shift went 
on. Work will also be resumed in the 
Clifton tunnel. The number of men 
it work now is about one-half the 
number formerly employed and the 
wages are as above stated. The mill 
will also resume operations.

To Blow Up Cyclones. 


[>r. C. R. Carpenter has evolved a plan 


by which approaching cyclones can be 
bombarded and many lives and thon- 
nands of dollara' worth of property 
saved. Dr. Carpenter eays that the great 
Mississippi and Missouri valleys com- 
pose the cyclone centers of the conti- 
nent. His plan is to have stations where 
men can be trained to vratch for a com- 
ing tvrister and then destroy it before it 
reaches the city by exploding it with 
torpedoes. He said: "I wonld have a 
station sufficiently high to permit the 
%vatchmen to see a cyclone when it ia 
coming. The torpedoes wonld have to 
be sent into the cloud scientifically, of 
course, and therefore men should be 
trained to the service. I would have the 
station attached to the weather bureau, 
which wonld aid in getting advance in- 
formation of cyclones. Strong marine 
glasses could be used at night by watch- 
men, and an alarm could be given in 
plenty of time. My method would of 
course be of no use in hurricanes, but I 
am fully convinced that my theory is a 
good one for cyclones and well worth a 
trial."—Cor. Pittsburg Dispatch.

HULKS AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp p. M. 
Dial clock indicates tho time each race 
starts, 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Boll call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls tiie horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the baddlecnll. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having- 
care of the nnimal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, boforo (1 
o'clock p, M. 


Those w ho have nominated In stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start tho day before tho race at 0 j'. it. 


Horses entered in purses can only bo drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of tho horse, arid the 
weight and colors of the rider miiht be given. 
After a horse lias run onco at tho meeting, 
the name of the hori.e, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses und stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to ent<>r and start or the race 
may bo declared off by tho executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rulo, ail 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there i» more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 6 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting und Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of BO, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar« tho best 
three in tt%e, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to 111], by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to tho stable; and in 
all three in fl\e races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


Tho Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two Classen alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to t rota special 
race between heatu. 


Wlien less than the required number of 
starters appear they may context for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows: 
86% to the first and 33>i to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these condition*, accepts the decision of the 
3oard of Directors on any question relating 
a a race or racing 
National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood - - 
ioree Association rules to govern a) 1 running 
raceu where they do not conflict with theM 
conditions.
